The death of King Ferdinand I., the 
second monarch to reign over a united 
Roumania, leaves the destinies of 16,- 
000,000 persons in the hand of a 5 year 
old boy, Prince Michael, the son of 
former Crown Prince Carol. After 
Prince Carol renounced his rights to 
succession of the throne a royal] decree 
was promulgated naming the young 
prince Michael as heir presumptive. 
During his minority the country will 
be administered by a regency. 
King Ferdinand was one of the most 
picturesque of the few European rulers 
that succeeded in retaining’ their 
thrones during and after the world 
war. He was tall, wore a beard, and, 
despite his broken health during the 
last year or two, carried himself with 
dignity. 

He was born in Prussia on Aug. “24, 
1865, the second son of Prince Leopold 
of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, and 
ascended to the throne on the death 
of his uncle, King Charles I., on Oct.

THE LABOR STAKE IN 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 


President Green of the American Federation of 
Labor spoke before the Pan-American Federation 
congress and said that organized labor opposed the 
American government in its policy toward Mexico, 
Nicaragua, and other Latin American countries. 
He eaid that labor was for self-determination, self- 
government, and the right of these peoples to work 
out their own destiny free from molestation by 
any other country. 

Mr. Green is a level headed man, but he can get 
on the blind side. It has been the history of the 
countries to which he referred to be subjected to 
the molestation of other nations every time their 
imherent weaknesses produced the disorders which 
invited it. Part of the coneern of the United 
States is to see that such opportunities are not 
created. The instances in which the United States 
- has had trouble with foreign powers in just such 
circumstances will be found in Mexico, Venezuela, 
and Haiti. At least twice the United States has 
beem at the very edge of war and once again it 

The risk is too great to be taken for illusioned 
ideas regarding the self-sufficiency of these peo- 
ples. The United States has encouraged Mexico in 
all its efforts to realize on its own initiative a 
stable state of society and it is mot to be feared 
that acts of an American government will make it 
difficult or that there would be anything but grati- 
fication here if Mexico proved as competent on the 
south as Canada is offi the north. The outstanding 
characteristic of American policy has been its re- 
luetance to meet the imperative requirements of 
order in thé regions in which there is American 
responsibility. 

If Mr. Green seeks to consider the question 
merely as one presenting the right of people who 
labor to have that right undisturbed and unmo- 
lested he cannot deceive himself into believing 
that it exists in the conditions which provoke the 
United. States to intervene... If it did there would 
be no intervention. The laboring people of these 
countries are the chief sufferers from their own 
domestic conditions, They are the victims of 
armed politics, adventurers, and government by 
successful banditry. 

They are conscripted from their fields and from 
the employment which foreign capital gives them 
amd are made to fight. Aside from conscription 
the only inducement to fighting is the loot. It is 
not sensible to first imagine the existence of self- 
sustaining democracies and then to imagine that 
' the United States is a destroying autocracy. With 
| @ach fanciful assumptions some violent deductions 
are possible, but they are neither honest nor in- 
telligent. They do not begin with the facts 
Gonsequently they do not end with the truth. 

Labor in the United States will not find its fu- 
ture in visions and fallacies, It will find its wel- 
fare in the production of raw materials and the 
‘manufacture of them im ordered society. Organ- 
iged labor is based upon a recognition of force as 
& means of acquiring good. It is much more will- 
ing to use force in domestic affairs than the United 
States has been in international affairs. 

The world will do better with order in disordered 
regions nearby than it will do with violence and 
insecurity. The United States will do better with 
doors closed to European meddlesomeness and 
doors open to the production of materials. In this 
there is a higher humanity than there its to be 
found in the arméd politics of jungle adventurers. 
And in it labor has a stake. 


TOO MANY TEACHERS. 
There are 2,000 more public school teachers in 
Chicago than there are positions for them to oc 
eapy. The oversupply, which appears te be on 
the increase, is causing some anxiety to the school 
a@ministration. A number of proposa!s have been 
made to meet the situation. One af them is to 
grant each teacher the right to take a year’s 
leave of absence for travel and study every seventh 
year. 

The proposal is not a bad one. It need add 
nothing to the cost of running the schools. The 
plan deserves consideration, not as a means of 
employing more teachers, but as a means of im- 
proving the quality of the teaching. 

We cannot see that the oversupply of appli- 
cants for positions need cause any worry. No one 
ig obliged to teach school in Chicago. If there are 


aries would be justified. We do not share that 
view. We believe that teaching positions should 
yay well enough to attract men and women of in- 
teMigence and character. At the aame time the 


great demand for teaching positions in Chicago is 
am effective answer to those who insist that the

HEALTH UNDER THE 


SMOKE PALL. 
The smoky atmosphere of Chicago in winter ab- 
sorbs most of the ultra-violet rays of the sun. 
These are the germ-killing, health-building rays. 
Studies under the auspices of the Chicago health 
department and the University of Chicago dis 
Closed that on only twelve days between Novem- 
ber 28 and May 16 did ultra-violet rays break 
through the pall “in physiologically effective 
amounts.” 
A man who would contaminate the city’s water 
supply with disease germs would be put where he 
could do no further damage as soon as the law 
could lay hands on him. The recent investigations 
at the university make it clear that the owner of 
the smoking chimney is entitled to little more con- 
sideration.
